GO LAKERS 
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TRIMMERS - 300 AND STILL GOING STRONG 


Paul Trimboli is undoubtedly one of Australia's finest players. He reached an enviable milestone in his 
career last week, playing 300 National Soccer League games and in the process scoring 85 goals. 
Trimboli made his debut in the NSL back in 1987 as a 16-year-old, with Sunshine George Cross. The 
following year South Melbourne snapped up the talented striker for a bargain price of $2,000. 

Trimboli has gone on to represent Australia at youth and senior levels and is hoping to stake a claim in 
Terry Venables’ squad for the upcoming game against the fourth placed Asian team. Accolades such as 
the Warren Medal in 1993/94, under - 21 player of the year 1988 & 89, goal of the year in 1989, a 
Championship with South Melbourne in 1991 and five best & fairest with the Lakers stand proudly next to 
Trimboli’s name. Paul Trimboli we salute you! 


JR: Which game would you describe as the most memorable one, and why? 
PT: Easily the 1991 Grand Final, for obvious reasons. For anyone who remembers that game the circum- 
stances were pretty dramatic, especially the closing stages. 


JR: How would you describe your first game in the National Soccer League (NSL)? 

PT: | think my first game would have been against South Melbourne with Sunshine, the first game of the 
1987 season at Middle Park. We got hammered 3-0 and I think Paul Wade scored a couple of goals that 
day so we didn’t get much of a sniff and | was playing on the forward line so | watching most of the game. 


JR: In the same year you scored a hatrick against South Melbourne at Chaplin Reserve. 

PT: That was actually the first game of the second half of the season, at this point we hadn't won a game 
. We played South Melbourne and beat them 3-0. I scored all three goals, and the amazing thing was that 
they were all headers and Steve Blair was marking me that day, so it was just an amazing game. 


JR: Many players have gone overseas to earn a living out of the game, why hasn't a class player such as 
Paul Trimboli gone? a 

PT; Well | had an opportunity when | was younger, | went had a look and it really did not work out. And 
then | suppose it was a combination of me not actively seeking a move and opportunities not really 
coming up. A lot of people thought | was happy staying here. | was happy staying in Australia but that did 
not mean | didn’t have aspirations to play overseas, | had another opportunity last season and again it 
was probably not the right time. 


JR: Do you see yourself in Terry Venables’ plans for the upcoming World Cup qualifier against the fourth 
placed Asian team? 

PT: | like to think so. | have been in the squad since he became coach and | have played a part in seven 
out of the twelve games. The rest of the time | have been on the bench so | have not been completely out 
of the 18, so | would like to think that holds me in some position to be in the squad. 


JR: Who has been the greatest influence on your career? 

PT: | suppose everybody you come in contact with, coaches and fellow players all have an influence on 
you in some way. My family obviously with the support they have given me and probably just myself, you 
push yourself and you have your different goals you try to achieve. 


JR: You have had offers from opposition clubs in recent years why have you decided to stay with South 
Melbourne? 

PT; Well for me and it's probably a bias view because | haven't been to other Clubs, | think it's the best 
Club in the League. South Melbourne supporters are the best in the business, it’s just a great place to 
play, it's got a great history, it's always had good players that played good football, | love Melbourne and 
| love South Melbourne, 


JR: In your ten years at South Melboume, many players have come and gone ,which player in your mind 
stands out as the best? 

PT: I've played with a lot of players, | don't know whether I could single out one player I think at different 
stages we have had many good players. The biggest thing that stands out in my mind has 
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always been the comradeship and the feeling amongst the boys. It’s been an enjoyable place to play and 
it's always had a good team spirit which is something that has kept me at the club as well. 


JR: What would be your advice to youngsters wanting to make it in the NSL? 

PT: You obviously have to love the game, want to work hard, learn all the time and always dream of being 
the best you can be and going as far as you can. Patience is important because a lot of kids want too 
much too soon, when they are still learning the game. They want to be at a point where they are playing 
all the time or they are earning good money. | think if you do the right things and work hard and keep your 
head down, the right things will come.

Ange Postecoglou (South Melbourne Coach) - “He is the best player | have ever played with or seen in 
this country. Trimboli has always been a marked man and from day one people have known how talented 
he was and | think consistently he has always proven to be amongst the best players in this country.”

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OUR VISITORS 


The Adelaide Shark’s eye-catching style has won them many admirers, but their inconsis- 
tency is an obvious concern for Coach Adrian Santrac. They have an impressive home record 
but their away form is letting them down. This season, the Sharks have won at the time of 
writing their first two home games; against UTS Olympic 3-1 and Canberra Cosmos 3-0. 
Unfortunately, their two away games at Newcastle and Marconi have resulted in defeats. 
Having said that, the Sharks are capable of winning outside South Australia; as they did 
when defeating South Melbourne 3-2 at Bob Jane Stadium’s inaugural match on November 
26,1995. 


During the off-season, the Club officially changed its name from West Adelaide to Adelaide 
Sharks. Due to redevelopment’s at Hindmarsh, the Sharks have been playing their home 
matches at Thebarton Oval, a move that will not have helped their preparations. It is envis- 
aged that the team will move back to Hindmarsh in the new year. 


This round 6 clash will also see the return to Bob Jane of former Laker Alex Kuzmanovic, 
who joined the Sharks during the winter, along with Adrian landiorio, formerly of Adelaide 
City. After the opening round defeat at Newcastle, Adrian Santrac bought goalkeeper Frank 
Mikuletic from the Leichard Tigers, George Kollias - the Sergio Melta South Australian Pre- 
mier League Player of the year - and Bill Misailidis from Port Lion Pirates. Mikuletic and 
Misailidis made their debut in the recent victory over UTS Olympic. Adrian Santrac has also 
strengthened the Club’s South American links, by securing the Brazilian Bigu, who made his 
debut in the victory over Canberra. The Club is still waiting for an international clearance for 
a second Brazilian, Pedro Paolo Oliveira. Alongside Cardozo and Iriarte, the Sharks now 
have a truly Latin American feel. 


Considering the players who have left the Club, it will take time for Santrac’s side to settle. 
Robbie Hooker has left for Sydney United, last season's top scorer Hamilton Thorpe has 
moved to Portsmouth, Ross Aloisi is now playing in Switzerland and Michael Harkness has 
been transferred to Sorrento in WA. Nevertheless, the squad has enough quality to chal- 
lenge for the top six. Con Kokkinoplitis has taken over the Captaincy from Robbie Hooker 
and is aided by the side’s three Vice-Captains, Alex Kuzmanovic, Robert Slager and Branko 
Milosevic. Richie Alagich is currently out with a knee cartilage injury.
